My dear Mr, Ambassador: 


The following information will give you a brief resume of the U.S, 
technical assistance activities in Saudi Arabia up to the present, 


According to information available here, technical assistance was 
first requested of the U.S, Government by the Saudi Arabian Government 
in 1949, when the Saudi Arabian Government requested assistance in 
developing and carrying out a water development program. Dr. Glen Brown 
was assigned to this job and work was started early in 1950, under Public 
Law 403, under a grant from the State Department. $55,000 was made avail- 
able to Dr. Brown and his assistant, Roy Jackson, to cover aerial photo- 
graphy in the Asir-Tihama area involving about 20,000 square niles. 
Field work was started in the Fall of 1950, but was interrupted frequently 
by urgent calls from the King and/or Minister of Finance to develop water 
supply for Riyadh and other centers of population. Two years later the 
field work in the Asir-Tihama area was finally completed and exploratory 
drilling was started by Bechtel, SAG contractors. $650,000 of equipment 
was purchased by the Saudi Arqbian Government and the cost of drilling 
crews and expenses was borne by the Saudi Arabian Government, plus cost 
of furnished housing for Dr, Brown, Mr. Jackson and their families, 


On January 17, 1951, the U.S, Government and the Saudi Arabian 
Government executed an agreement whereby the former would provide tech- 
nical assistance to the latter for the purpose of developing the economic 
resources and productive capacities of Saudi Arabia, The first two 
requests made by the Saudi Arabian Government for assistance under that 
agreement were in the fields of water development and public finance, 
including currencies, tariffs and customs, Mr, Arthur Young was sent 
here in February 1952 from the United States to study the public finance 
situation and as a result of such study he proceeded to set up what is 
now known as the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency. This job was completed 
and Mr, Young returned to the United States in October 1952, Mr. Robert 
Kennedy was sent here from the United States in August 1951 to study and 
revise tariffs, His activities culminated in a new Tariff Law becoming 
effective on December 3, 1952,

In February 1952, Dr. Samuel Stratton was appointed the first 
Country Director of this Mission, remaining in that post until December 
of the same year, when his appointment expired, During his administra- 
tion program agreements in the respective fields of activity were exe- 
cuted, as well as the agreements covering the Riyadh-Jidda Railway Survey 
and the Community Development, Although negotiations were carried on 
in other fields of activity, there were only four project agreements 
executed during the FY-53 period under the above program agreements -- 
(1) Aerial Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of $115,000; (2) Railway 
Survey, involving a U.S. expenditure of about $300,000; (3) Quarantine 
Station, involving a U.S, expenditure of $100,000 ($50,000 of which was 
to carry over into FY¥=54), and (4) the Community Development, involving 
a U.S, expenditure of $500,000, In addition to the above expenditures, 
there was the cost of U.S, Technicians on each project. The Saudi Arabian 
Government contributions for the above projects comprised -- (1) Quarters, 
subsistence and supplies for crews, as well as gasoline, oil and oxygen; 
(2) equivalent of $27,000 for gasoline, oil and other supplies, housing 
and subsistence in Jidda for project manager and technicians, aircraft 
and crews for aerial reconnaissance; (3) about $10,000 in modification 
of existing buildings, installation of electric generator and cost of 
installation of U.S, equipment, and (4) $500,000 in kind and cash. 


During the past year and a half 2) training grants have been issued, 
averaging about $4,000 each, the Saudi Arabian Government contributing 


about the same amount, 


Mr, John Dunaway arrived here in October 1951, to study and make 
recommendations on Customs administration. Many recommendations were 
made for improvement in procedure and administration of Customs but to 
date only a few have been made effective in spite of Mr. Dunaway's 
efforts, until October 1953, when he returned to the United States, 


During the FY-53 period, little was accomplished in the Education 
and Agriculture fields, due to the adverse attitude on the part of the 
Saudi Arabian Government towards outside assistance in educational work 
and lack of any sort of agricultural organization within the Saudi Arabian 


Government. 
During FY-54 the following projects have been or are being drawn up:

3) Elementary School planning $ 9,000), 


Health and 1) Quarantine Station at Jidda $50,000) ; 
Sanitation 2) Maternal & Child Health Center at Jidda ($ 7,500); 
3) Medical Library at Jidda $ 2,000); 
4) Immunization Program and Vaccine 
Laboratory at Taif ($85,000). 
Natural Resources 1) Establishnent of Meteorological and 
Stream Gauging Station ($ 6,000); 
2) Mineral Geological Survey of 
Western Areas ($70,000). 


Transportation and 1) Installation of VOR equipment at Jidda ($75,000).

Phe primary objective of the United States programs under 
Point Four in the countries of the Near East is to aid the governments 
and peoples in their efforts to develpp their own resources and build 
up their economic and social structures, 

At the request of these cooperating countries hundreds of 
American technicians have gone out to work with the people of these 
nations on their practical problems, These Americans are engaged in 
an exchange of ideas, knowledge and skills which can be profitably 
applied in agriculture, health and sanitation, industry, education, 
transportation, communications, and government management. 

Point Four is cooperating with the Ministry of Agriculture in 
Saudi Arabia in the field of agruiculture on the improvement of femning 
methods and better use of the scarce water supply. Many wells have heen 
drilled by the Saudi Arabian Government under supervision of Point 


Four technicians to provide a life-giving supply of water for the 


farms and flocks as well as for the cities of Saudi Arabia, 

In health and sanitation Point Four technicians are assisting 
in preventive medicine, quarahtine, improved sanitary measures, and 
a demonstration project in maternal and child health. 

Education is a field in which technical cooperation is serving 
the Ministry of Education, Here, techniciana are assisting in the 
establishment of vocational schools and in the planning for other 
educational activities, 

A large area in Saudi Arabia has been explored for water and 
minegalm resources and aerial maps have been prepared for the Government, 

Technicians of Point Four have been assisting in the Ministry 
of Communications on the location of railroads and highways, and on 
the construction of reeds between important areas of the country. 

In government management Point Four technicians, atk the 
request of the Saudi Arabian Government, are engaged upon a number 
of tasks having to do with the customs administration, particularly 
with regard to import and export records, Other technical specialists 
are available to the Government to the extent that they may be of 


service,
